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Was Professor Roller in 
the Battle of Gettysburg? 


Records of Stuart’s 
Cavalry say he was 


Did Charles S. Roller, Sr., 
participate in the Battle of 
Gettysburg during the Civil 
War? Duke Fancher, ‘58, 
thinks that he did 

Fancher has researched the 
early days of AMA (see /n the 
Beginning, page 13) including 
many details about the life of 
AMA's founder who served in 
the 1* Virginia Cavalry under 
General J.E.B. Stuart. The U.S. 
National Archives provided 
Duke with some 20 “muster 
cards” for the period from July 
1861 through June of 1864 

Duke says that The Professor 
“was present for the muster roll 
of his unit during the time of 


the Gettysburg campaign. We 
know that Stuart's Cavalry went 
head-to-head with Custer on 
July 3, 1863, just east of 
Gettysburg... and there is every 
reason to believe that Pro- 
fessor Roller was with his unit 
during this battle.” 

The cards also showed that 
Professor Roller was “paroled 
at Appomattox Court House on 
April 9, 1865,” the day that 
General Lee had surrendered in 
the small central Virginia town. 
Roller had been taken prisoner 
the day before after he had 
been injured in a fall from his 
horse 

Roller enlisted on 24 July 
1861, 3 days after the First 
Battle of Bull Run (Manassas).

For one brief, shining hour, it appeared that Augusta 
alumni would have their Camelot again, that idealized place 
to which our memories always harken. The blacktop with its 
milling cadets, the stoops alive with people, the bugle call, 
the retreat cannon, the bell in the mess hall. 

A school again at AMA! A faculty, a curriculum, a military 
cadre, even a marching band. A dream? Perhaps, but the 
dream grew in the mind of a very practical person. 

Jim Starnes, ‘50, had many reasons to love 
Augusta. His father, Captain George Starnes, taught é 
foreign languages at AMA from the fall of 1921 until 
June of 1925 - before Jim was even thought of. 
Because George recognized that AMA prepared 
young people as no other institution, it made 
sense that Jim would attend AMA one day. 

Jim came to Augusta for his last 2 years ‘ 
of high school. He was a master 
sergeant in the Band his senior year, 
made the Honor Roll, was on the 
staff of both The Bayonet and The 
Recall, and played intramural 
sports. He left AMA with memories 
of “the cadets who cried at that last 
formation, It sent a powerful message a 
to me that something as good as AMA rn 
really does deserve to exist and the young 
people of the future deserve a chance to 
enjoy the benefits we had as AMA cadets.” 
That message filled Jim with what he calls “a 
personal fervor’, a zeal that captured his 
every waking moment for 2 full years. 

Military environment 

James E. Starnes was born in August of 
1932. His father taught foreign languages at 
the U.S. Naval Academy and Jim grew up 
with the military in and around Annapolis. 
After AMA, Jim attended the University of 
Maryland where he was battalion command- 
er of the ROTC unit and a member of the 
Pershing Rifles. (He also managed to steal 
the Navy goat from Annapolis on a dare) He 
went into the Air Force taking jet fighter 
training at Webb AFB, TX and became a 
member of the Tow Target Squadron at 
Mitchell AFB, NY. During his stint with the 
Air Force, Jim came back to visit AMA. 
Colonel Roller, who hadn't seen Jim for 
several years, looked at him and said, 
“Hello, Starnes. It looks like the Air 
Force is good for you.” (see page 23) 

His military career behind him, Jim 
went to work at IBM where after 13 years he had 
responsibility for worldwide computer sales to the Defense 
Department. He then became Corporate Director of 
Marketing for Burroughs, then Vice President for the 
Computer Systems Division of RCA. He founded 2 high 


——-> 


tech companies: GRAFTEK, subsequently acquired by 
Burroughs, and MAXAM Technologies, which later became 
publicly traded. Jim became Executive Vice President of 
Equifax Government and Special Systems, Inc, a Equifax 
subsidiary. He founded and was President and CEO of FY! 
Online, a joint venture between MCI and Equifax. 
MCI eventually purchased Equifax, and Jim 
retired in January of 1996. 
No dreamer he 
So, Jim Starnes is no starry eyed dreamer. 
His business and military experiences told him 
that getting AMA restarted was to be a 
monumental task. After the school failed to 
open in January of 1984, the faculty 
dispersed, the buildings fell into 
further disrepair, and the reputation 
of the place was not what it had 
been. In the summer of ‘84, 
Cecil Culbertson of 
Haymarket, VA bought AMA 
and 57 acres of adjoining 
land for about $550,000 
Jim did not know that the 
school had gone under until 
he saw an ad in the Wall Street 
Journal. Immediately, Jim began to 
formulate a plan in his mind to have a 
school once more at Augusta. 

From the beginning, the elderly 
Culbertson had an overblown idea of what 
the property was worth. He talked about a 
dinner theater in the gym and felt that he 
needed $2 million if someone wanted to buy 
the whole place. Against this pessimistic 
backdrop, Jim began his task of “putting 
AMA back on the air.” 

Academics key 

One key to Jim's plan was the use of the 
acres behind the school to build a retirement 
community. With a sweeping view across the 
Valley of the Shenandoah, this high land 
would be home to retired teachers, retired 
military, retired clergy. These mature people 
with common interests would provide the 
staff and some of the faculty for the reborn 

Augusta Military Academy. 
But as Jim explains, “the linchpin was to 
be the academic program. We would need 
accreditation. My plan was to create a 
military junior college with a curriculum 
provided by Blue Ridge Community 
College, located 4 miles north of Fort 
Defiance. | met with Blue Ridge officials 
and received a lot of encouragement... A 
student would be able to attend AMA for the last 2 years 
of high school and receive credit for 2 years at any Virginia 
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state university.” 

Jim even figured 
out a way to get 
students from the 
AMA campus to the 
BRCC campus. “We 
planned to buy used 
school buses which 
would be refurbished 
by the Blue Ridge 
industrial arts 
classes.” 

Valley Forge 
Military Academy in 
Pennsylvania, Marion 
Military Institute in 
Alabama, and several 
other junior colleges 
have ROTC programs 
in which a participant 
can eam a com- 
mission after 2 years. 
“| hoped we could do 
the same... but the 
Commanding 
General at Fort 
Monroe (a VMI 
graduate incidentally) 
was totally uncooper- 
ative, But when | met 
with the Virginia

Adjutant General, he 
was most en- 
couraging and helpful. With his support and that of 
General Art Sproul ', we went to see the Army National 
Guard chief at the Pentagon and Army Secretary Jack 
Marsh (who once represented the northern part of the 
Valley in the U. S. House of Representatives).” 

Jim also got help from VMI. “The Superintendent even 
wondered if the ROTC unit we hoped to have at AMA 
could be a subset of the ROTC unit at VMI with their 
ROTC personnel serving both schools.” 

What to do about the physical plant? 

It seemed that things were falling into place. But what to 
do about the physical plant at AMA? The buildings had 
been neglected in the last few years that the school was 
open. Back in 1980, Mal Livick had asked an architect to 
submit a proposal for refurbishing the school. The estimate 
came to nearly $4.5 million, a figure that was clearly out of 
teach for an institution where attendance was down and 
expenses were up. Now 4 years later, some serious prob- 
lems were beginning to manifest themselves. Culbertson 
did little maintenance while he owned the place, though he 
did have a friend living on the campus who performed 
some strange, contrived and ineffective renovations (such

as installing a vinyl roof over the swimming pool, held in 
place by stacking automobile tires on it!) 

Big Barracks was basically sound, and Jim had plans to 
extend each room out to the edge of the present stoops, 
and to extend the stoops farther into the courtyard. Each 
room would have its own heat pump, toilet, sink, and 
shower, and could accommodate 4 cadets.” How would Jim 
pay for the drastic remodel of Main Barracks? “/ felt that 
individual alumni or classes would refurbish the rooms with 
cash, sweat equity, or a combination...” 

The wooden buildings would have been a_ bigger 
challenge. “Load bearing walls had been removed in some 
of the buildings, but we had a plan to move the Roller- 
Robinson House and Deane’s Castle (The Hill) back some 
distance so that a steel frame building, connected to Davis 
Hall (J Barracks), could house the mess hall, a cadet 
activities center, and an auditorium...” The Big Room would 
return to its original state and eventually, Hoover Hall would 
have been remodeled. 

Remembering his days at Augusta, Jim even had plans

New rules open program 


to all direct descendants 
Applications are now being 
sought for 2 AMA Legacy 
Scholarships which will be =~ 
presented at the 1999 AMA 
Alumni Reunion on 30 April and 1 
May. Any direct descendant of an 
AMA alumnus - child, grandchild, great 
grandchild, etc. - is now eligible to 
receive a $1,000 grant under provisions 
adopted by the AMA Alumni Board at its 
September meeting. Gary Nicholson, 
‘70, Chairman of the Scholarship 
Committee, had made the proposal to 
widen the pool of potential recipients. 
An alumnus is defined as one who 
attended Augusta no less than 1 year. 
Students must be no more than 25 
years of age and attending any grade at 
a college or recognized technical or 
vocational school for further educational 


studies beyond the high school level. 
The Board also decided that each 
award will be a separate act, meaning 
that the granting of a scholarship one 
year does not prevent giving a 
scholarship to the 
same student in 
a subsequent 
year. At the same 
time, the granting 
of a scholarship for 
one year is no guaran- 
tee of future assistance. 
Candidates will be judged in 
4 areas: academics, special talents, 
leadership, and community service.

‘41 “Defense Dance” 
recognized the perils 
following Pearl Harbor 


Ascant few weeks after the Japanese 
had attacked Pearl Harbor on 7 Decem- 
ber 1941, the Mid-Winter Dance was 
scheduled to take place at AMA. With 
their minds on the perilous times, the 
dance setting and theme were altered. 

The dance became a fund raiser to 
secure enough money to buy “Defense 
Bonds" for children whose fathers were 
killed in the Pearl Harbor attack. 

The gym was decorated with flags of 
the Allies, and a machine gun emplace- 
ment crouched in front of the orchestra 
“to put it in the patriotic fashion,” ac- 
cording to the 1942 Recall. The military 
figure was led by J. B. Smathers, ‘42.

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Tax deduction, Kole Society affiliation 
available with a charitable lead trust 


Many are the ways that an alumnus 
or friend of Augusta Military Academy 
can help assure that AMA's legacy is 
preserved. 

In a previous issue of The Bayonet, 
a charitable remainder trust (CRT) 
was discussed. With a CRT, the trust 
creator places an appreciated asset 
(stock, for instance) inside the trust 
where its sale will not create a taxable 
event. The proceeds from the trust 
are paid to the originator over the 
period of his or her life and the 
principle goes to a designated charity 
(such as the AMA Alumni Association 
[AMAAA]) upon the death of the 
creator or creators. 

Another form of trust is the CLT, or 
charitable lead trust. An individual or 
individuals can create a living Chari- 
table Lead Trust which would pay 
income to the AMAAA until the end of 
the trust (normally 10 years) when the 
assets of the trust go to the benefici- 
aries of the trust other than the donor 
(your children, for instance). 

Tax advantages 

There are 2 tax savings with such a 
trust. First, the person contributing to 
the CLT would receive a one time gift 
deduction.' The second saving comes 
when, at the end of the trust's term, 
the beneficiary is a son, daughter, 
grandchild, etc. because the balance 
in the trust at that time is not a part of 
the creator's estate. 

Through the term of the trust, the 
AMAAA would receive annual income. 

Here is an example: Bill Smith has 
stock for which he paid $10,000. The 
stock has grown over the years and is 
now worth $100,000. If Bill sells the 
stock on the open market, he will 
have a pay state and federal taxes on 
$90,000 ($100,000 minus the $10,000 
purchase price) 


' if the trust creator prefers, he 
or she can take no gift tax deduction at 
the time the trust is created and instead, 
take an annual tax deduction for each 
annual payment to the AMA Alumni 
Association 


Instead, Bill creates a 10 year 
Charitable Lead Trust into which he 
puts the stock for which he paid 
$10,000. The stock is then sold 
inside the trust so there is no tax 
consequence for Bill. Bill receives 
an estimated $35,000 gift tax 
deduction. At 6%, the AMAAA 
will receive $6,000 a year 
for the 10 year life 
of the trust. (Bill 
does not pay 
income tax on 
the trust's 
income.) 

At the end of the 
term of the trust, the beneficiaries 
(Bill's children, perhaps) would receive 
the total assets of the trust, including 
any appreciation, without paying any 
taxes or probate fees. 

What has happened? Bill has not 
had to pay taxes on the appreciated 
value of his stock. Instead, he has 
gotten a tax deduction. 

The AMA Alumni Association has 
had income from your gift 

And when the term of the CLT is 
up, the beneficiaries will receive the 
assets, including appreciation, with- 
out paying any taxes or probate 
fees. 

A charitable lead trust can be 
created during the lifetime of the 
donor, or it can be created by the 
donor in his or her will. (Where there's 
a will, there's a way - to help AMA!) 

Why create a trust? 

The purpose of creating a non- 
grantor CLT is to discount, for gift or 
estate purposes, the value of assets 
which eventually will pass from the 
trust to the donor's heirs. When the 
trust creator puts real estate, stock, or 
other assets into the trust, a deduc- 
tion is generated which is equal to the 
present value of the income interest 
paid to the AMA Alumni Association 
during the term of the trust. In our 
example, ($100,000 put into the trust) 
this comes to a deduction for gift or 
estate tax purposes of about $35,000. 

“All of these trusts and annuities 
seem complicated at first, but any 


financial planner can assist anyone 
who wants to set up a CLT,” says 
Jeff Wenzel, 70, Coordinator of 
Planned Giving for the AMAA. “There 
is a plan which is best for 
each person. Everything is 
available from simply 
including AMA in your will 
, to setting up a 
charitable remainder 
trust or a charitable 
lead trust” 

Any person 
who tells the 
alumni associa- 

tion that he or she 
plans to leave something to 

AMA when he or she is gone 
will be welcomed appreciatively to the 
Roller Society. ‘It is not 
necessary to tell us how much you 
are leaving,” says Wenzel, “though it 
would help our planning to know. We 
do have a goal of having at least 
$500,000 in anticipated planned 
giving bequests... and we seem to be 
on our way toward that goal.”

So 
says Jeff Wenzel, ‘70, Coordinator for 
Planned Giving. 

“With taxes done, it's a good time 
to talk with your financial planner or 
tax preparer about setting up a defer- 
red gift to the AMA Alumni Associ- 
ation,” Jeff stresses. “With the tax 
return in the mail, you are in a better 
position to think realistically about 
how to protect yourself and your 
family in the future and, at the same 
time, leave something to assure that 
AMA will never be forgotten.”

Talk with your financial 
planner in the next couple of months, 
and commit to leaving something 
behind to preserve the AMA legacy.

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AMA Virginia Historical Marker request on track 


The entreaty that the State of 
Virginia erect an historical marker to 
commemorate Augusta's place in 
history is before the Virginia Board of 
Historical Resources and will be con- 
sidered at its regular March meeting 
in Richmond 

The cast metal sign would be simi- 
lar to the one at Willow Spout, just 
south of the AMA campus. The AMA 
Alumni Association has guaranteed 
$1,100 for the manufacture and erect- 
ion of the sign near the AMA campus 
on US Route 11. Once in place, the 
marker will be maintained by the 
Virginia Department of Transportation. 

Ed Click, ‘50, and Duke Fancher, 
‘58, prepared the submittal to the 
state. The agency must approve the 
wording on the marker, each assertion 
being supported with credible evi- 
dence and acceptable confirmation of 
dates and events. 

lf the AMA marker is approved at 
the March meeting, the foundry which 
manufactures the sign should have 
the final product ready for installation 
next summer or next fall. Virginia 
ordered 126 new historical markers in 
1998 and also has a program of 
replacing old markers. 

Augusta Military Academy is listed 
on the U. S. Department of the 
Interior's National Register of Historic 
Places. Charles S. Roller, Sr. began 
teaching Confederate veterans in Fort 
Defiance in 1865. 

AMA was the first secondary school 
in the country to install a Junior ROTC 
program. From 1907 until 1963, 
Professor Roller's sons Colonel Tom 
Roller and General Charles Roller, 
Jr. operated AMA. The school closed 
in January of 1984.

for “the best prep school band in the nation" headed by 
a retired bandmaster from the British Royal Marines, and 
working in cooperation with the Shenandoah Conservatory 
in Winchester to attract top musicians. 

So, Jim seemed to have it all: a curriculum; possible 
funds from the US Army Reserve and the National Guard 
bringing the cost down to $800 a year for the curriculum; a 
retiree base from which many staff and faculty members 
could be recruited; probable accreditation; a campus; 
transportation; and maybe, just maybe, the best prep 
school band around. 

Culbertson would not budge 

One problem remained. Culbertson would not budge from 
his $2 million asking price. “As it always does, it boiled 
down to money. There were so many things that needed 
to be done to make the physical plant usable, and 
Culbertson simply would not price the property 
reasonably...” 

When the school finally sold at its second auction, it 
brought in much less than the $550,000 Culbertson had 
paid. And he received little, if any, of the purchase price 
since so much was owed to the banks who funded his 
purchase. 

Dreams die hard. “! believe that we had a window of 
time when we could have put AMA back on the air,” says 
Jim wistfully. “AMA deserved to be saved and | spent 2 
years of my life dedicated to that purpose.”

In addition to his scholastic 
qualifications, he possessed rare 
abilities as an administrator and had 
few equals as a disciplinarian. 

Roller's success as a teacher, an 
administrator and a disciplinarian was 
based in part on his genial disposition 
and his high estimate of his pro- 
fession as a teacher. He was always 
an active contributor in his commun- 
ity. For more than 15 years, he 
served as a justice of the peace in his 
magisterial district of Augusta County. 
He served in the State Legislature, he 
actively attended worship services in 
the Old Stone Church, and he was a

He worked 
most summers as a farmhand 
for his father, and as a youth he 
was known for his athletic 
abilities, his horsemanship and 
his devotion to his books. He 
attended the University of 
Virginia for 2 years, 1859-1861 

On 24 July 1861, 3 
days following the First Battle of 
Bull Run (Manassas), Roller 
enlisted as a private in the 
Confederate States military 
forces at Fairfax Court House 
He joined General J. E. B. 
Stuarts 1% Virginia Cavalry 
Regiment which had fought in 
that first major conflict of the 
war. For 4 years he served 
with Company E which had 
been organized in Waynes- 
boro and was composed almost 
exclusively of men from 
Augusta County. The company 


Stonewall Jackson’s aide at AMA 

Jed Hotchkiss was principal of the Mossy 
Creek Academy when Charles Roller attended 
classes there before Roller entered the 
University of Virginia in 1859. 

Hotchkiss was General Thomas J. 
Jackson's Civil War topographical engineer. 
Qn March 26, 1862, Jackson issued an order 
to Hotchkiss: “I want you to make me a map 
of the Valley from Harper's Ferry to 
Lexington...”. This was the beginning of an 
assignment which resulted in celebrity and 
honors to Hotchkiss during and after the war. 

He was a friend of the Roller family and his 
diary shows he spent a night in June of 1862 
in the Roller home in Mount Sidney during 
Jackson’s Valley Campaign. He also spent a 
night in October 1862 with the Rollers while 
he was on a mapping assignment of the 
Valley north of Staunton. 

Hotchkiss, a Staunton resident after the 


war, and Charles Roller maintained a life-long 


war to the doorsteps of area 
residents. On that day, over 
7,700 Union troops under the 
command of General Hunter 
fought 5,600 Confederate 
troops for over 9 hours in the 
fields and woods just north of 
New Hope. Ten percent of the 
soldiers on each side were 
killed or wounded, and area 
families treated and nursed 
wounded soldiers, some for 
long periods of time following 
the battle. 

Parts of the Shenan- 
doah Valley had been devas- 
tated during the war. Homes, 
barns, livestock and crops had 
been destroyed and lives had 
been lost. There had been no 
educational opportunities for the 
area's young people for 4 
years. It was to this scene, at 
the age of 25 and after 4 years

Cedar Creek and many other places. The Regiment's 
first casualty of the war was a solider in Company E. 

On 8 April 1865, Roller was riding as a courier for 
General Fitzhugh Lee's command near Appomattox Court 
House. He was injured slightly when thrown by his 
horse, and he was captured and made a prisoner of war. 
The following day Lee surrendered to Grant ending the 
war in Virginia and prompting Roller’s release. 

VMI cadets marched past 

Although no battles were fought in Mt. Sidney or 
Ft. Defiance, people living along the Valley Pike 
witnessed the constant movement of troops, artillery 
pieces and supply wagons. On 11 May 1864, over 250 
cadets from the Virginia Military Institute began their 
historic march down the Valley Pike from Lexington to 
their engagement with fame at New Market. On 13 May 
they passed through the community of Ft. Defiance, 
marching northward just a few feet from the land that 
was eventually to be the home of the Augusta Military 
Academy. 

Information about Union Major General David 
Hunter's brutal treatment of civilians in the lower valley 
around Woodstock and Newtown following the Battle of 
New Market rapidly found its way to Augusta County.

Tradition suggests he was asked by Confederate 
veterans to begin teaching and resume the education of 
the young men of that part of the Shenandoah Valley 
who had not seen blackboards or textbooks for several 
years. 

Confederate veterans try to forget 

One of Charles Roller's younger brothers, 
Courtney A. Roller, had served in the war first as a 
member of the 5" Virginia Infantry and later with his 
brother in the Valley Rangers. In their 20's, immediately 
following the war, “Court” and Charles Roller, with 
Confederate veterans from around the Mt. Sidney and Ft. 
Defiance area, were seen at the taverns and bars in Mt. 
Sidney, “to fraternize, drink deep and forget the horrors 
of Antietam, Chancellorsville, Vicksburg and Gettysburg.” 

In September of 1865, five months after the end 
of the war, Charles Roller joined C. M. Packer as a 
teacher in the school at the Augusta Church. Before and 
after the war there were schools in the vicinity of the 
church; they were variously referred to as the Old Fort 
Academy, Augusta High School and Augusta Academy. 
There was a red brick building on the grounds of the 
church which housed one or more of these schools over 
a period of time. 

Beginning in September of 1866, Roller was the 
Principal of the Old Fort Academy near the church and 


arranged for boarding opportunities for students in the 
homes of private families near the academy. The cost 
for a 5-month term with classes in “Advanced English" 
and “Languages” was $45.00 payable at the end of each 
term. 1867 and 1868 newspaper advertisements for the 
Old Fort Academy also show Roller as the Principal. 

On 7 November 1871, Roller was elected to the 
Virginia State Legislature as a member of the Con- 
servative Party in a contest primarily between Con- 
servatives and Republicans. The Legislature convened 
on 6 December 1871, less than a month after the 
election. In the House of Delegates Roller was a 
member of the committees of education, schools and 
colleges, public appropriations and others. (He joined the 
Republican Party in the 1880s because of a dis- 
agreement over a state debt issue.) His time in the 
Legislature ended on 2 April 1873, and he was not a 
candidate for reelection in November of 1873. 

His attendance at legislative responsibilities was 
limited in time and it is believed he continued to manage 
the school during his brief absences. In 1874 he moved 
his school from the immediate area of the Augusta

Church to a newly erected frame building a short 
distance south of the Church and the name became 
Augusta Male Academy 

Charles Roller married Rosabelle Moorman on 26 
October 1874. The couple had four children: Margaret 
Belle, William C., Thomas J. and Charles S., Jr. Thomas 
and Charles, Jr., were to follow their father into life-long 
commitments to secondary school education. 

Professor Roller buys land 

On 1 December 1879, Roller purchased the land 
south of the Augusta Church which was the eventual site 
of all of the buildings of the academy as well as the 
Roller home. By the school session of 1879-80 half of 
the 30 students were from outside the local community. 

A program of military instruction including 
uniforms and use of Civil War style muskets during 
military drill was adopted by the academy by 1880. The 
only precedent for such an idea in Virginia was the 
operation of Virginia Military Institute in Lexington, thus, 
Rollers school became the first of several military 
preparatory schools in the state. Roller built his family 
home on the property he had purchased and over a 
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period of several years constructed a group of frame 
buildings extending in a line parallel to the Valley Pike, 
most of which were later torn down to make way for more 
permanent structures, including Main Barracks which was 
first occupied in 1917. 


period, but the first “commencement” exercises were held 
at AMA by 1878. Those exercises occupied several hours 
on just one day and, in addition to a commencement 
address, an address by an alumnus and the awarding of 
academic medals, declamations and debates were an 


In the 1880s, life in the 
original frame barracks was 
considerably lacking in the 
personal conveniences 
available to cadets in later 
years. The rooms were de- 
signed to accommodate 2 boys 
and each room had its own 
heating unit - a small wood 
burning stove. Each cadet had 
a turn at carrying the needed 
supply of kindling from the 
academy woodpile. 

The beds were wooden 
frames with rope springs and 
the mattresses were filled with 
corn shucks. Light for after dark 
studying was supplied by a coal 
oil lamp. The cadets had to 
furnish their own coal oil, and, 
since this was an excellent 
medium with which to get the 
little stoves started on a cold 
morning, there was much sport 
in “borrowing” each other's 
supply of the precious fluid. 
Each room contained 1 or 2 
wash basins and 2 buckets - 
one for carrying water from the 
school spring and the other 
served as a slop pail. The 
basins had to serve as bath 
tubs, of a sort, when the 
occasion demanded. Toilet 
facilities were the traditional 
outdoor privy with a battery of 
seats. 

Saturday was wood- 
chopping day. The entire group 
of boarding students would split 
logs and stack them in a large 
community pile to be used

AMA and the Augusta Church 

AMA had is beginnings in a building which 
‘once stood among the old, tall trees in the 
churchyard of the Old Stone Church, one of 
the most historic buildings in the Shenan- 
doah Valley. 

The congregation of the church dates from 
about 1737. The church’s first permanent 
paster, John Craig, arrived in 1740 and he 
conducted services in a wood building which 
was east of the present Valley Pike. That 
structure is long gone, but the graveyard 
which developed close to it can be visited 
today. 

Craig undertook to build a permanent, 
stone building on the hill west of the original 
church site and the first worship service was 
held in that new building on 22 January 1749. 
After renovations in 1855 and a major expan- 
sion in 1921, it is that building which AMA 
cadets came to love. A brochure on the 
history of the church (available to visitors to 
the church Session House Museum) notes 


that the 1921 expansion was required, in part, 


due to the “increased enrollment of Augusta 
Military Academy...” 

in 1899, the church celebrated the 150” 
anniversary of that first 1749 worship service. | 
The Reverend J. N. Van Devanter, the pastor 
of the church at the time, wrote a history of 
the church which includes a review of the 
extensive ceremonies which observed that 
event. He reports no less than 2,000 people 
attended one event and that “a company of 
cadets from the Augusta Military Academy 
were drawn up in line on one side of the 
crowd,” contributing “to making a most 
imposing and touching scene.” 


integral part of those 
ceremonies. 

The 1880s curriculum 
included Greek, Latin, French, 
German, English, U. S. history, 
geometry, algebra, elocution, 
physics, word-analysis, English 
literature and surveying. Along 
with other teachers, Professor 
Roller taught classes daily. He 
was considered an imposing 
figure but was very nearsighted. 
His glasses were bifocals and in 
order to see as best he could, 
he sat very erect so that his line 
of sight would pass through the 
bottom half of the glasses. 

Tobacco chewing was 
an accepted custom of the 
period and the Professor en- 
joyed this particular luxury. 
Many of his students also 
chewed tobacco, sometimes in 
class. Those on the front row 
would avail themselves of the 
Professor's spittoon to which he 
seemed to have no objection 
unless their aim was not 
accurate. He also occasionally 
smoked a pipe, but cigarette 
smoking was taboo. 

Professor Roller's 
favorite retreat was his study 
which was located in the room 
to the right as one entered the 
Roller home. The room had 
numerous bookcases, a large 
desk and a large, upholstered, 
swivel chair. The mantle above 
the fireplace held the Pro- 
fessor’s tobacco box and his 
pipes. Boys who were not 


during the week to heat the cadet rooms. The sooner 
the woodpile was built up to the required size, the sooner 
the boys could get away for Saturday recreation. So long 
as there was neither snow on the ground nor a 
temperature so low as to cramp the fingers beyond 
accurate play, marbles was reportedly THE game. 
Saturday nights were devoted to meetings of the 
Literary Society which was designed for the practice of 
debate, elocution and declamation. Roller believed that 
no man was educated until he could stand on his own 
two feet and convey his ideas to an audience by means 
of his own voice. Diplomas or graduation certificates were 
not commonly awarded by secondary schools during this 


making sufficient progress in their studies were required 
to spend evenings in the study under Professor Roller's 
instruction and surveillance. Since his personal chair had 
a high back which required him to make a half turn to 
face the door, it was considered quite an accomplishment 
for a cadet to transfer a pinch of the Professor's tobacco 
from the box on the mantle to the cadet’s pocket before 
the Professor had completed this half turn. 

Professor Roller and his family worshipped at the 
Augusta Stone Presbyterian Church, and he insisted that 
his students attend religious services also. Early acad- 
emy catalogs informed prospective students that a one- 
dollar “pew rent” for the church must be paid. 
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Cadet officers from a picture in the academy’s catalog for 1895-96. The first Recall was published about 1916 and 


catalogs printed before then contained pictures and information about the preceding school year. 


As a diversion from the daily routine of the 
school, the Professor often walked to the Valley Pike toll 
gate located near Willow Spout to talk with Mr. Arthur 
Groome a Confederate veteran who had lost an arm at 
Chancellorsville and who collected tolls imposed on 
Valley Pike travelers. 

Roller suspended operations at the academy for 
the academic year of 1883-84 after his appointment as 
Principal of the Virginia School for the Deaf and Blind in 
Staunton on 10 January 1883. He had served on the 
Board of Visitors of VSDB during the same time as his 
service in the State Legislature. Roller was politically 
aligned with the “Readjuster Movement” in Virginia which 
was centered on the handling of the state’s debt. His 
assignment to VSDB was a political appointment and his 
removal from VSDB just a year later was also a political 
decision. It is believed that his brother, Dr. Hugh Sheffey 
Roller, managed the school for the last few months of the 
1882-83 school term. Sheffey, an educator himself, was 
later to become superintendent of public schools in 
Augusta County. Their brother, Courtney, also involved 
in education, was then a member of the Middle River 
District School Board. Charles Roller resumed opera- 
tions of the Augusta Male Academy 24 September 1884. 

During the school year of 1888-89 Professor 
Roller changed the name of the school to Augusta 
Classical and Military Academy. By 1890 he had changed 
the name of the school to Augusta Military Academy. 
The founding date of Augusta has been a matter of 
discussion for many years. The cornerstone of the 
Academic Building which was ready for use in September 


of 1910 shows “AMA 1874" and graduation certificates 
awarded in the 1920's include a seal showing 1874 as 
the founding date. The Academy's catalog for the school 
session of 1905-06 and Circular of Information for 1906- 
07 identifies the session which began September 19, 
1906, as the 32” session of the school. 


Charles Roller's service to Virginia in the Civil 
War had been that of an enlisted man. However, he was 
later a Colonel in the Virginia militia. In published material 
he was frequently referred to with a military title. He was 
commonly called “The Professor’ or “The Old Boss" by 
his students. He was an eloquent debater and speaker. 
He was Deputy Grand Master in Virginia of the 
Independent Order of Odd Fellows and was several times 
commander of the Staunton-based Stonewall Jackson 
Camp of Confederate veterans. 

The Academy celebrated its 100" anniversary in 
1965 based on the beginning of Professor Roller's 
teaching career in Ft. Defiance in 1865. In a newspaper 
story which followed the funeral of Professor Roller on 28 
August 1907, it was reported that the cortege “passed 
over the spot where the house once stood" in the 
churchyard in which “Roller first taught when he 
established the Augusta Military Academy.” That was 
indeed the seed from which grew that beloved school.
